Flood Control Contracts Awgrded 
And Advertised Bring Effective 
Relief To Vast Agricultural Area 


‘A contract on L-5, invitation 
for bids on L-18 and work on a 
culvert at the site of pumping 
station No.7 coupled with the 
near completion’ of S-6 and S-3 
go far to round out the work of 
the overall Flood Control pro- 
gram in*the vast Agricultural 
Area’ and bring effective flood 
and water control to the Glades: 

‘It was announced recently by 
Lawrence A. Farrer, Chief of 
the Meterology and Regulation 
section, ‘of the Jacksonville Dis- 
trict Office, Corps of Engineers, 
that in order to maintain high- 
er water levels in the North 
New River Canal between the 
lake and Pumping Station 7 
the Corps is building a tem- 
porary control structure at that 
site, With that structure in op- 
eration it will be possible to 
supply water to agricultural 
areas along the canal without 
wasteful discharge. The higher 
water levels In the canal be- 
tween the structure and Belle 
Glade will enable ground water 
levels to be maintairied at high- 
er levels and will reduce sub- 
sidence and burning of the 
valuable muck soils in that 
area. 

The work consists of con- 
structing a temporary 5-barrel 
60 inch metal pipe and earth 
dike control structure in North 
New River Canal at the site of 
future Pumping Station 7 which 
is on the east side of U, S. 
Highway. 27, just north of the 
Broward-Palm Beach County 
line. 

Earth from Gie- spoil 
along the south side of the 
canal will be used for construct- 
ing the dike. Other features 
of the construction will be sand- 
cement riprap and corrugated 
metal culverts to pass the flow 
of the canal following any heavy 
rains that occur, Removable 
flash-board discharge controls 
for the culverts will be asphalt- 
coated treated timbers. 

Farrer said that rainfall over 
southern Florida has been much 
below normal this summer and

Palm Beach County was first 
in 1954 in sweet corn produc- 
tion with 17,352 acres, accord- 
ing to US Department of Com- 
merce. 


Palm Beach and Broward 
counties were one two in snap 
bean production in '54, with 


32,968 and 10,252 acres respec- 
tively. Florida had 11 counties 
in the first 100. 

Our county was fifth in US 
in cabbage produced in '54 with 
2,248 acres and St. John was 
third ranking in US with 4,048 
acres. 

Standing fourth in US in all 
vegetables in both acreage and 
dollars received, our county, ac- 
cording to US dept. of Com- 
merce had 75,483 acres valued 
at $20,951,890. 

All of these figures vary 
vitally from those by local folks 
who probably are more accur- 
ate, but at least we are ranked

Perhaps one of the luckiest 
soldiers in Fort Benning, Geor- 
gia, is Pvt. Lonnie Joe Hight, 
of Belle Glade, Florida, who on 
the 23 May 1956 after jumping 
from a C-119, plunged approxi- 
mately 250 feet to certain death 
but was saved by a fellow 
jumper. 

Here is 
story: 

At 0700, 23 May 1956, K 
Company of the 187th ARCT 
was loading into the waiting 
C-119 at Campbell AFB, Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky. 

I was number 14 on the 
stick, (Line of men) to me it 
was just another day but it 
was to soon turn into a night- 
mare. 

The plane took off .for the 
jump area at 0730, everyone 
was joking and talking as 
usual. 

At 0755 the Jumpmaster told 
us to check our equipment. Less 
than five minutes later the 
warning buzzer sounded and 
everyone was ready. Then came 
the green light and the first 
man hit the silk. 

In five seconds I was plung- 
ing toward the earth. But im- 
mediately I noticed something 
was wrong because I hadn't 
felt the usual jolt and tug of 
my suspension lines and look- 
ing up I noticed to my horror 
that I had a streamer, certain 
death to a Paratrooper.
